BEIRUT (Agencies) — Talks 
aimed at peacefully ending Israel's 
month-old siege of West Beirut 
appeared to be inching forward 
again Saturday as a ceasefire 
around the city held for sixth day 
running. 

The American-led talks had 
been deadlocked for a week over 
the crucial question of where the 
5,000 to 6,000 Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) fight- 


ers in Beirut would go if an agree- 
ment for their withdrawal was 
reached. 

The PLO has agreed in prin- 
ciple to withdraw, as demanded by 
Israel, but the peace effort foun- 
dered when Syria said it would not 
accept the fighters on its territory, 
a solution keenly sought by the 
negotiators. 

Special U.S. peace envoy Philip 
Habib, the key link with Israel, 
Saturday met Lebanese gov- 
ernment chiefs, who in tilm are in 


DAMASCUS (R) — President 
Reagan has told Syrian President 
Hafez AJ Assad that he is trying 
hard to reduce the suffering of the 
Palestin ian people, it was officially 
announced here Saturday. 

State-controlled Damascus 
Radio said Mr. Reagan was reply- 
ing to greetings from President 
Assad for U.S. Independence 
Day. 

According to the .Arabic broad- 
cast version, the U.S. leader said: 
“1 know that this is a time of spe- 
cial concern for Syria in view of 
the tragic events which have taken 
place in Lebanon.” 

He added that his special envoy. 
Philip Habib, was working con- 
tinuously to stop the fighting, 
avert further loss of life and help 
find a peaceful solution to the 
Israeli siege of West Beirut. 

“I can affirm that these efforts 
will continue and that our aim will 
remain the establishment of a 
strong Lebanese government able 
to exercise full sovereignty overall 


ANKARA (R) — Turkey took a 
step on the road back to demo- 
cracy Saturday when a draft con- 
stitution, which officials said pro- 
vided for strong presidential pow- 
ers, was presented to the con- 
sultative assembly. 

The chairman of the con- 
stitutional committee, Orhau 
Aldtkacti, told a press conference 
that the draft was aimed at pre- 
venting any recurrence of con- 
ditions leading to a military coup 
on Sept. 12. 1980. which brought 
the present regime of Gen. Kenan 
Evren to power.

NAIROBI (R) — Fighting 
appeared to be continuing along 
Somalia's border with Ethiopia 
Saturday despite Somalia's asser- 
tion that it has beaten back an 
invasion force after two weeks of 
fighting.

Qasem returns 
from Nicosia 

AMMAN (Petra) — Foreign 
Minister Marwan Al Qasem 
returned here Saturday after 
attending an extraordinary meet- 
ing of the Non-Aligned Move- 
ment’s coordination bureau which 
concluded in Nicosia. 

Mr. Qasem told the Jordan 
News Agency. Petra, that in an 
official speech at the meeting and 
in contacts with members of the 
movement. Jordan stressed that 
Israefs invasion of Lebanon and 
siege of West Beirut and its 
attempts to eliminate the Pales- 
tinian resistance movement are 
part of the Israeli policy of aggres- 
sion and expansion aimed at sec- 
uring the occupation and annex- 
ation of Arab territories and 
imposing Israeli control over the 
region under the pretext of the 
concept of Israel's security. 

Mr. Qasem continued that “in 
view of the grave danger under- 
lying the Israeli invasion of Leba- 
non. the siege of West Beirut and 
the need to mobilise all efforts” to 
counter it, Jordan called for 
efforts to persuade Iran to stop its 
aggression on Iraq. 

Mr. Qasem said Jordan called 
on the Non-Aligned Movement to 
urge Iran to comply with Security 
Council Resolution 514 as a first 
step to enable Iraq to direct its 
potential to support the Lebanese 
and Palestinian people against the 
Israeli schemes. 

“If Iran continued with its war 
against Iraq in this critical situ- 
ation. then it can be argued that 
the Iranian aggression was meant 
to coincide with the Israeli aggres- 
sion on Lebanon and the Pales- 
tinian resistance and both aggres- 
sions aims at same goals.” Mr. 
Qasem said.

CAIRO (R) — Sudanese Pres- 
ident Jaafar Numeiri was Saturday 
q uoted as saying that he su pported 
Egypt's call for an Arab summit to 
discuss the Lebanese conflict. 

"This is a last appeal to the 
Arab leaders to unite their efforts 
and map out a joint strategy he 
told the official Middle East News 
Agency (MENA). 

President Hosnr Mubarak has 
called for the summit on Thursday 
to also discuss the Gulf war bet- 
ween Iran and Iraq and the 
Ethiopian-Somali dispute. 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) -

For these goals the 
Arab Economic Unity Agree- 
ment, was prepared and approved ' 
by the Arab League in 1957 and it 
has been in force since April 30, 
5964. 

The approval of this agreement 
v/ss indeed an expression of the 
desire to move the joint Arab 
economic action to an advanced 
fTage in terms of basic grounds, 

targets and the mec hanism for 
decision making. In fact, thk 
agreement by its basic idea of 
crc-r.omic unity has become an 
r -"“octant event in the history of 
-Arab economic action. 

II . Historical 
development of the 
jokt Arab economic 

action 


Historically, the beginning of 
joint Arab economic action dates 
as far back as Oct. 7, 1944 when 
Arab countries, signed the Alex- 
andria Protocol in which the prin- 
ciples of establishing the Arab 
league and increasing coop- 
eration among Arab countries in 
economic, cultural, social and 
■ir.er fields were established. 

Or» the basis of this protocol, the 
l"--ir.sr of Che Arab League was 
up-proved on March 23, 1945, and 
l:as been ratified by all Arab coun- 
tries. 

However, after the setback 
which the Arab experienced in 
77 ."destine in 1948, the Arab states 
realized the need to develop new 
ways of cooperation among them- 
selves, both militarily and 
economically. Their efforts cul- 
irmated in signing The Joint 
re fence and Economic Coop- 
eration Treaty on April 13, 1950. 
The treaty has been subsequently 
ratified by ah Arab states. 

According to that treaty an 
economic council was formed of 
ministers of economic affairs of 
:iw member states, to propose to 
:!:eir governments whatever is 
■-•or -reived by them as necessary 
■or cooperation in developing 
■-.icir economies. According to the 
amendment of Article (8) of the 
treaty the name of the council 
became the Economic and Social 
Council. 

Over the past 20 years, many 
Arab organisations have been 
established in different lines of 
specialisation; ranging from 
specialised federations to com- 
prehensive organisations. The 
Council of Arab Economic Unity 
on which this lecture concentrates 
functions within a comprehensive 
economic range. 

This kind of organisational mul- 
tiplicity imposes a great need for 
cooperation and coordination 
among the various Arab organ- 
isations. Towards this purpose a 
cm rd mating committee has been 
formed. It is headed by the 
secretary-general of the Arab 
League and consists of the execu- 
tive heads of all Arab organ- 
isations as members. 

111 . The Arab 
Economic Unity 


1 . In order to provide the neces- 


sary legal framework for the 
advancement of joint Arab action, 
the Arab League in mid-1950s felt 
the need for a new agreement that 
would be based on advanced 
foundations. Accordingly, the 
Arab Economic Unity Agreement 
has come into existence. The 
reasons for concluding such an 
agreement are clearly stated in its 
introduction as follows: 

The signatories “desiring to 
organise and consolidate 
economic relations among the 
Arab League states on bases that 
are consistent with the natural and 
historical links among them; and 
to provide the best conditions for 
bolstering their economies, 
developing their resources and 
-ensuring the prosperity of their 
countries. 

Have agreed on the establ- 
ishment of a complete economic 
unity among themselves and on 
the achievement of such unity in a 
gradual way and as fast as possible 
such that the transfer of their 
countries from the status quo to 
the future status is accomplished 
without rendering any damage to 
their basic interests". 

So far, 13 Arab states have 
signed the agreement and that is 
slightly more than half the number 
of member states of the Arab Lea- 
gue. These 13 states axe Kuwait, 
the Arab Republic of Egypt, 
whose membership has been sus- 
pended, the Republic of Iraq, the 
Syrian Arab Republic, the 
Hashemite Kingdom of Jordan, 
the Arab Republic of Yemen, 
Democratic Republic of Sudan, 
The People’s Democratic 
republic of Yemen, the United 
Arab Emirates, Democratic 
Republic of Somalia, Peoples 
Socialist Libyan Arab Ja aahir-a, 
Islamic Republic of Mauritania 
and Palestine. 

2. The main features of the Arab 
Economic Unity Agreement may 
be summed up as the following: 

a. The basic long term objective 
of the agreement is the achieve- 
ment of economic unity among 
Arab countries. 

b. The agreement specifies that 
the achievement of this objective 
.shall guarantee for the Arab states 
and their citizens certain freedoms 
and rights; namely, freedom of 
personal and capital mobility, 
freedom of exchange of foreign 
and national goods and products, 
freedom of residence, work, 
employment and practice of 
economic activities, freedom of 
transportation and transit and the 
rights of possession, bequeath and 
inheritance. 

Furthermore, the agreement 
specifies the way by which the sig- 
natories can accomplish economic 
unity, namely, by merging their 
countries into a single customs 
area subject to a unified administ- 
ration. by unification of their cus- 
toms tariff and customs legislation 
and regulations, by unification of 
import-export policies, by unifi- 
cation of transport and transit 
regulations, by signing mul- 
tilateral trade and payment 
agreements jointly with other 
countries, by coordinating trade, 
agricultural and industrial policies 
and by unification of economic 
legislation such that it would 
guarantee equivalent conditions 
for all citizens of the signing states 
working in agriculture, industry 
and other professions. 

c. The third important feature of 
the agreement is that the Council 
of Arab Economic Unity takes its 
decisions by a majority of at least 
two thirds of the votes of member 
states. 

IV. The structure of 
the Council of Arab 
Economic Unity 

The Council of Arab Economic 
Unity which has been established 
as the highest authority governing 
the agreement, consists of the rep- 
resentatives of the member states 
who are usually the ministers of 
economy, finance or trade. It is 
headed alternately by each of the 
representatives for a period of one 
year. 

The council meets twice a year. 
Each meeting is preceded, a 
month earlier, by a meeting of the • 
ministers' deputies. The deputies 
discuss the follow-up report for 
the previous six months, prepare 
the agenda for the ministerial 
meeting, and draft the recom- 
mended resolutions. 

The council is considered to be, 
financially and administratively. 


an independent entity that has its 
own budget and its own rules and 
regulations. The budget is deter- 
mined by the council each year 
and member states subscribe to it 
in fixed percentages. 

The General Secretariat of the 
council is headed by a secretary- 
general who is appointed by the 
council for five years rerm and is 
assisted by two assistant 
secretary-generals, whereas, the 
employees of the General Sec- 
retariat. to the extent possible, 
come from the different member 
states in more or less the same 
proportions as their subscriptions 
in the budget. 

V. Achievements of 
the Council of Arab 
Economic Unity 

In spite of the sometimes dif- 
ficult circumstances surrounding 
the joint Arab action in general, 
the Council of Arab Economic 
Unity during the past IS years of 
its existence has been able to 
accumulate a considerable 
number of outstanding achieve- 
ments. 

1 . The Arab Common Market; 

The resolution to estab lish The 
Arab Common Market was taken 
by the council on Aug. 13, 1964. 
The aims of the market are 
specified in the text of that resol- 
ution as the accomplishment of 
die following freedoms among 
member states of the market. 

a. Freedom of personal and cap- 
ital mobility. 

b. Freedom of exchange of fore- 
ign and national goods and pro- 
ducts. 

c. Freedom of residence, work, 
employment and practice of 
economic activities. 

d. Freedom of transport, transit 
and use of transport vehicles, 
ports and civilian airports. 

The resolution specifies how the 
national products that are traded 
between the member states of the 
Common Market are to be 
exempted from all custom and 
.similar taxes. Hie exemption has 
been accomplished in stages which * 
have ended Cn 1971. 

The member states of the Arab 
Common Market are Jordan, 
Syria, Iraq. Egypt, Libya, 
Mauritania and the People’s 
Democratic Republic of Yemen. 

2. Multilateral agreements 

The council has initiated several 
multilateral agreements among 
Arab states with the aim of achiev- 
ing the objectives of the Economic 
Unity Agreement 

So far 10 multilateral agree- 
ments have been concluded for 
the purpose of establishing a 
common system of social insur- 
ance, facil^ating labour mobility, 
orgamsaing transit trade, avoiding 
double taxation, eliminating tax 
evasion and achieving coop- 
eration in collection of taxes in 
addition to facilitating capital - 
investment and mobility, and 
establishing common bases for 
settling investment disputes bet- 
ween host Arab countries and the 
citizens of other Arab countries. 

3. Joint Arab companies 

Along with the objectives of 
economic development and integ- 
ration, the council has promoted 
the establishment of joint venture 
companies in different economic 
sectors. Member states and non- 
member states of the council may 
share in these companies. The 
companies that have been estab- 
lished by the council so far are the 
following: 

a. The Arab Mining Company 
with headquarters in Amman . 

b. The Arab Company for 
Livestock Development with 
headquarters in Damascus, Syria. 

c. The Arab Company for Drug 
Industries and Medical appliances 
with headquarters in Amman. 

d. The Arab Company for 
Industrial Investment with head- 
quarters in Baghdad, Iraq. 

All four companies are organ- 
ised as holding companies that * 
have independent entities. Their 
policies and activities are primar- 
ily determined by their boards of 
directors and general assemblies. 
Moreover, the council has 
recently initiated and approved 
the establishment of a joint Arab 
international transport company 
and a joint Arab printing com- 
pany. 

4. Specialised Arab unions and 
federations 

As a practical approach for 
increasing cooperation and coor- 
dination among production and 
service enterprises in any one

field, the Council of Arab 
Economic Unity has relied on the 
specialised Arab unions and fed- 
erations. So far 13 federations 
have been established. They are 
specialised in coordination of tex- 
tile industries, chemical fertUisexs 

industries, engineering industries, 
food industries, cement and con- 
struction material industries, 
paper industries, leather indus- 
tries. fish and sugar production in 
addition to coordination of sea 
port services, railways, land trans- 
port and shipping services. 

5. Planning 

The Council of Arab Economic

Unity has concentrated primarily 
on two aspects of planning: 

a. Coordination between 
development plans of Arab coun- 
tries. 

b. The formulation of a joint 
Arab development plan. 

For this purpose, the General 
Secretariat of the council has been 
working for several years on the 
preparation of a joint Arab 
development plan. Efforts in this 
respect are being continued in 
cooperation with the General Sec- 
retariat of the Arab League. 

6. Unification of legislation 

In this broad field of unification 
the Unified Customs Law which 
was approved by the council in 
1975 stands as a significant exam- 
ple. The member states have been 
requested to adopt this law during 
a transitional period of time . 

The council has also approved a 
guide to unified customs set- 
tlements in an effort to establish a 
common ground for the unifi- 
cation of customs tariff and legis- 
lation. 

7. Road and railway networks 

The council has proposed road 
and railway networks to establish 
the needed linkage among Arab 
countries and between them and 
other countries. 

Currently, work on building the 
remaining proposed sections of 
the two networks is being spon- 
sored and financed by individual 
countries, and Arab national 
funds. 

8. The Arab Monetary Fund 

The Arab Monetary Fund has 
been established upon the initia- 
tive of the Council of Arab 
Economic Unity, and has com- 
menced work in 1977. 

9. Technical assistance 

Hie council provides annual 
assistance for developing statis- 
tical capabilities to the least 
developed member states. 

The council also has a special 
assistance programme for the 
establishment and development of 
long-term planning units in 
member states. 

.10. Cooperation with 
international organisations 

In line with the council's inter- _ 
est in establishing mutual 
cooperative relations with inter- 
national organisations, the Gen- 
eral Secretariat up to 1981 has 
concluded and signed agreements 
for cooperation with the U.N. 

' Development Programme, the 
General Secretariat of the U.N. 
Conference for Trade and 
Development, the International 
Trade Centre, the U.N. Industrial 
Development Organisation, the 
Latin American Economic System 
(SELA), the Customs Coop- 


eration Council and the European 
communities. 

VII. The economic 
resolutions of the 11th 
Arab summit 
conference, held in 
Amman Nov. 25-27, 
1980 

In view of the special emphasis 
of the 11th Arab summit con- 
ference on economic issues in 
general and on the future 
development of joint Arab action, 
in particular, it may be useful to 
mention very briefly here the four 


very important step in Arab 
economic history due to its clear 
emphasis on Arab unity and 
development, and its adoption of 
the principle of planning the joint 
Arab economic sector on the basis 
of successive five year plans. 

2. The Charter of the National 
Economic Action: 

The second basic document is 
the charter of the National 
Economic Action, in which it has 
been endeavoured to include 
sound and stable principles and 
bases for Arab-Arab economic 
relations, and for Arab- 
International economic relations. 

3. The Unified Agreement for 
the Investment of Arab 
Capital in the Arab States:

4. The Decade of Joint Arab 
Development 

In the 11 th Arab summit con- 
ference, five oil-producing Arab 
■countries, namely: Saudi Arabia. 
Iraq, Kuwait. The United Arab 
Emirates and Qatar committed 
themselves to allocate $5000 mil- 
lion for financing the First Decade 
of Joint Arab Development 
(1981-1990). 

Vm. Arab-European 
relations 

It is worth noting here that Arab 
' countries historically and trad- 
itionally have had broader and 
longer economic relations with 
countries of Western Europe than 
with any orher group of countries. 
As a result, Arab economies have 
become oriented towards Western 
Europe both as a market for their 
exports and a source of their 
imports as well as looking to 
Europe as a source of modern 
technology and a market for 
investing their financial surpluses. 
Even though Arab economic rela- 
tions have been increasingly 
extended to other parts of the 
world during the last two decades, 
countries of Western Europe and 
particularity the European 
Economic Community (EEC) 
countries still have a major share • 
in Arab trade and economic rela- 
tions with other countries. For 
example, the value of Arab 
exports to EEC countries 
increased considerably during the 
period 1970-1980, from $8 bil- 
lions in 1970 to $34 billions in 
1978 and to 569 billions in 1980. 
The share of EEC countries in 
Arab exports was 53.8% in 
1970-1972 and 34.3% in 1980. 

On the, other hand Arab 
imports from EEC countries 
increased quite rapidly during the 
period 1970-1980 and at about 
the same rate as their imports 
from the rest of the world. Imports 
from EEC countries increased 
from $3.7 billions in 1970 to $34.5 
billions in 1978. And to $52 bil- 


lions in 1980. Htwevrr,‘.'EJEc 
share in total Arab .imports' Wj 
43.6% in 1970-1 972 and 45,2% in 
1980. .• ; ; : : 

For Europe, ecotmmicrelatioDs 
with Arab countries are of spec®! 
importance due. to. the foQbwfaa 
facts: 

. 1. The political geography of 

Europe makes European . coim- 
tries re lamely more dependent on 
imports (raw materials and 
energy.) and exports-. .(man- 
ufactured goods and some agricul- 
tural products and services) than 
the United - States.- For example, 
foreign trade constitutes about 
25% of- the European' GNP 
whereas it does not exceed 9% for 
the U.S. 

2. Arab countries occupy a vital 
position in European economy fa 
view of the . fact that Europe 
obtains 70% of its imports of pet- 
roleum, 26.3% of natural gas 
imports as 17.8% of its op pro- 
ducts imports from Arab, coun- 
tries. 

3. European exports to . Arab 

countries increased from7.1% fa 
1973 to 15.1% of total exports.fa 
1979 whereas imports from Arab 
countries increased from! 4.3% fa 
1973 to 1 8.6% of total imports fa 
3979. - 

4. Arab petroleum financial 
surplnses provide a good source of 
funds for investment in Europe 
and a source of foreign exchange 
for improving balance of payment 
positions for some European 
countries. 

Because of strategic con- 
siderations, any positive 
development of economic rela- 
tions between the two regions 
shall enhance internationally the 
positions of both European and 
Arab countries. 

The Arab-European Dialogue 
is believed to be a suitable means 
for realising the economic and 
political objectives of both Arab 
and European countries, enforc- 
ing the position of the two groups 
of . countries internationally and 
achieving a comprehensive and 
just peace in the Arab region.

\MMAN — Doing business dur- 
ig Ramadan in Jordan can be an 
xtretnely difficult job for citizens, 
isitors and foreign businessmen, 
.ccording to a well informed Jor- 
lanian. 

Ramadan, the ninth month of 
he Muslim lunar calendar, is the 
tunth when all Muslims should 
asc by abstaining from food, 
[rink, and tobacco from the hours 
■ if dawn til] sunset: This absti- 
tance. according to had'tth, 
Mohammad's teachings) should 
« extended to indude all forms of 
(1 behaviour. 

Of course Islam made excep- 
. ions for people who are physically 
ncapable of fasting which 
ndudes the sick, the elderly, the 
reveller (a distance longer than 
JO kilometres), the soldier at war 
nd the pregnant woman (or 
hortly after she has given birth). 
Tiese people can eat as normal 
nd fast the same number of days 
■ater, after the cause has gone; if 
he cause (like a chronic illness) 
prevents fasting at any time, the 
. -fusion can make up for it either 
>y feeding a needy person a 
lumber of meals equivalent to the 
lumber of fasting days missed, or 
■' >y feeding one meal to a number 
if needy people equivalent to the 


number of fasting days missed. 

The object of this is to purify the 

SOul, to develop the st amin a to 

work and produce despite the dis- 
comfort of hunger and thirst, and 
through this discomfort, to 
develop greater compassion with 
the poor. 

Far from this ideal, many public 
and private sector employees 
“look at Ramadan as a period of 
relaxation during which they wal- 
low away the office hours chatting 
with one another despite the fact 
that working hours are reduced 
during Ramadan to a total of five 
effective hours,” according to the 
same source. 

He put forward several argu- 
ments to vindicate his point of 
view: In the public sector, for 
instance, there is a common ten- 
dency among government 
employees to do crossword 
puzzles in their offices despite 
strict regulations forbidding such 
malpractices. As a matter of fact, 
this trend is more obvious during 
Ramadan. 

When asked about the social life 
during Ramadan he explained 
that social life in Ramadan “is also 
different from normal". This year, 
for example Ramadan, came in 
summer and people find it difficult 
to practise their normal activities. 
Everything stops till after break- 
fast when people go back to their

The Palestinian 
side was headed by PLO Execu- 
tive Committee Member Hamed 
Abu Sittah, and comprised PLO 
Executive Committee and Joint 
Jordanian-Palestin ian Committee 
members Abdul Rahim Ahmad 
and Dr. Hanna Nasir. 


everyday pursuits of work or leis- 
ure. Some of them for instance, 
walk in the streets or sometimes 
go to recreation areas. However, 
some people after earing their fill, 
either go down town to shop or pay 
visits to relatives and friends. 
Some people on the other hand 
stay at home and watch TV prog- 
rammes which are normally 
selected to cope with the spirit of 
the religious duty of fasting. 

In response to a question about 
the reason behind the sharp drop 
in the number of those who fast 
especially among the young, he 
told the Jordan Times that this 
mainly stemmed from the fact that 
it is usually hard for the young to 
abstain from food, and pleasures 
all day long in the hope that this 
might benefit them on the long 
run. Moreover, young people usu- 
ally believe that religious duties 
and practices such as fasting are 
restricted to the old. 

An obvious feature of Rama- 
dan, he added, is ihat the number 
of beggars, either needy or pro- 
fessionals increases enormously 
which in turn gives “a false and 
corrupted image" of our social 
life. 

The outlook towards Ramadan 
may be undergoing a “critical 
change".

RSS director signs scientific 
exchange agreement in USSR 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Royal 
Scientific Society (RSS) and the 
Soviet academy of sciences have 
signed an agreement on scientific 
cooperation, the exchange of 
expertise and research on 
developing solar energy for var- 
ious applications, RSS Director- 
General Albert Butros announced 
here Saturday. 

He was speaking upon return- 
ing from a visit to the Soviet Union 
that lasted several days. 

Under the agreement, he said 
the two sides will exchange visits 
by scientific delegations, special- 
ists and researchers to conduct 
joint research projects in both 
countries. Dr. Butros said he also 
signed an action programme 
attached to the agreement which 
provides for scientific cooperation 
with the Soviet Republic of 
Uzbekistan. This programme 
includes two joint applications on 
solar energy, desalination of sea 
water and water-pumping oper- 
ations, Dr. Butros added. He said 


that the three-year renewable 
agreement will be put into force at 
Lhe start of 19S3. 

While in the Soviet Union. Dr. 
Butros also took part in a con- 
ference on urgent problems facing 
Asia.

LONDON (Petra) — His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
Friday received at his residence in 
London British Foreign Secretary 
Francis Pym and Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs Douglas 
Hurd. The two sides discussed 
Middle East issues, particularly 
the Israeli aggression on Lebanon 
and the Iranian aggression on 
Iraq. 

Prince Hassan called on the 
British Government to do its best 
to ensure a complete and uncon-

The ministry said that a number 
of departments have been employ- 
ing foreign workers in Jordan 


without heeding the provisions of 
the Foreign Workers Law and 
regulations for issuing work and 
residence permits to aliens, some- 
thing which is considered a vio- 
lation of laws and results in the 
imposition of fines on such work- 
ers. 

Attached to the memoranda 
were regulations governing the 
employment of foreigners in the 
country.

The conference sources quoted 
the draft communique as repeat- 
ing earlier non-aligned statements 
that the U.N. secretary -general 
should launch a fresh initiative for 
a comprehensive, just and lasting 
solution to the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict. 

“No negotiations or any other 


steps, in the current situation or 
otherwise, must take place with- 
out the full and equal participation 
of the PLO, as the sole and legiti- 
mate representative of the Pales- 
tinian people,” the draft said. 

It called upon all countries to 
refrain from giving Israel “any 
military, material or other support 
which would allow it to persist in 
its aggressive, inhuman and 
expansionary policy.” 

The draft said: “The ministers 
welcomed the positive and 
encouraging attitude taken by a 
number of member states of the 
European Economic Community 
in relation to the latest develop- 
ments in Lebanon.” 

Delegates said this refereed par- 
ticularly to France, which has also 
been engaged in efforts to find a 
solution to the critical situation in 
Lebanon. 


Plentiful supplies of fruit and 
vegetables were available despite 
the Israeli blockade, although 
traders said there were shortages 
of flour, fuel and cooking gas.

Mr. Sartawi’s timely reminder 


THE STATEMENT in Paris earlier this week 
by Mr. Issam Sartawi, the dose personal 
adviser to Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat, indicating 
that the PLO was prepared to recognise Israel 
“on a reciprocal basis", should be discussed 
widely by all people in the Middle East and in 
the West who are looking for a breakthrough 
in the Arab- Israeli conflict. The Sartawi 
statement was praised, correctly, by United 
States Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
Chairman Charles Percy, who suggested that 
Israel now has a great chance to make peace 
with its “greatest adversaiy”. 

The Sartawi statement is not, in itself, a 
major new position by the PLO, but it is a 
timely reminder that there is an underlying 
willingness among the Palestinian political 
leadership to come to terms with the Israeli 
reality, based on a territorial compromise in 


Palestine that is based in turn on the principle 
of mutual and equal national rights for the 
Palestinians and the Israelis. It is perhaps not 
the time this week to talk of mutual rec- 
ognition and coexistence between Palestinians 
and Israelis, while the Israelis are taking 
advantage of American arms, money and hal- 
fhearted!] ess to try and achieve a military 
solution to a political problem. Of course, 
they will not succeed; and, like the Americans 
in Vietnam, who also tried to find a military 
solution to a political problem, the Israelis 
will eventually have to face reality and sit 
down and negotiate peace and coexistence 
with the PLO - just as Mr. Kissinger, the 
happy, hopeless bomber of Haiphong, finally 
put away his guns, swallowed his pride and 
negotiated with the Vietcong in Paris. Mr. 
Sartawi reminds ns that something similar 
can happen in Palestine.

Promising leader for oil-rich, poor economy Mexico

MEXICO CITY — Beneath party 
colours identical to the national 
flag. Miguel De La Madrid Hur- 
tado acknowledged the cheers of 
the crowd acclaiming his victory in 
Mexico's presidential elections. 

A candidate of the Institutional 
Revolutionary Party (PRI) which 
has ruled Mexico since its for- 
mation in 1929 has yet again 
swept to victory. 

The PRI, a broad-based group- 
ing of peasants, unions and the 
middle classes, has generally 
maintained stability in this huge 
nation which borders one of the 
most volatile regions in the world. 
Central America. 

But its dominance of political 
and public life, which leaves it 
indistinguishable from the state in 
the eyes of most Mexicans, has 
also brought it drawbacks. PRI 
officials admit. 

“We were all becoming com- 
placent as the increasing level of 


abstention ism indicated." said 
one official before Sunday's elec- 
tions which appeared to have 
reversed the trend. 

Four years ago the PRI opened 
up the Moribund political system 
it created by allowing a greater 
variety of parties to take part in 
elections for the presidency, 
senate and congress. 

Mr. De La Madrid, who appears 
to have gained around 70 per cent 
of a higher- than -usual poll, hailed 
the election as strengthening Mex- 
ican democracy. ‘ The political 
reform has borne excellent fruit" 
he said after the voting. 

Wide rich-poor gap 

Mr. De La Madrid also stressed 
the need for oil-rich Mexico to 
bridge the huge gap between the 
poor and wealthy in this country of 
70 million people. 20 million of 
whom are undernourished. 

The main problem facing Mr. 
De La Madrid, who will take over 
from President Jose Lopez Por- 


tillo in December, is the economic 
troubles which have hit Mexico 
since the world oil glut slashed its 
dollar revenues. Total foreign 
debt has soared to around $70 bil- 
lion, the peso has been allowed to 
devalue by more than 40 per cent, 
and inflation this year is predicted 
officially to reach 60 per cent, 
double last year’s rate. 

But bankers and financial anal- 
ysts said the new president could 
hardly be more suited to the 
daunting task of solving Mexico's 
economic problems. 

A lawyer and banker by train- 
ing, Mr. De La Madrid is a former 
planning and budget minister 
who. in usual PRI fashion, began 
infiltrating the outgoing administ- 
ration with his own “team” soon 
after his nomination as candidate. 

Zero economic growth 

Finance Minist er Je sus Silva 
Herzog, appointed - earlier this 
year, is known to be one of Mr. De 
La Madrid's chosen adminis- 


trators and he has already warned 
the country to expect zero 
economic growth for the next 1 2 
months. This compares with an 
average of almost eight per cent 
during most of the Lopez Portillo 
reign, and financial sources said it 
reflects Mr. De La Madrid's more 
conservative views on the 
economy. 

They said he would steer his 
administration away from targets 
of high growth and employment 
creation towards cutting budget 
deficits and inflation. Leftists here 
said such aims might be hard to 
fulfil because rising expectations 
would be dashed by any jabs cut- 
back, increasing social tension in a 
country which has high unem- 
ployment. 

Mr. De La Madrid has often 
expressed his dislike for the many 
state subsidies . which, while 
stretching the purchasing power of 
the poorer Mexicans, distort the 
national economy. “We cannot 
cover up mef&iencies, extravag- 
ance or unearned gains,” he said 


during his campaign. 



Mr. De La Madrid is known for 

his relatively austere lifestyle and 
his crusade , against corruption 
rings more true than -those of 
many.preyious PRI candidates as 
he has no business interests “He is” 
is a banker and lawyer, by ioilinct^ ' 
not a politician with mass appeal »" v 
and I think this will show during ?

Mr. De La Madrid has plcc^cf * 
to follow his predecessor's line in - 
foreign policy-that of a fcadiag 
voice of the Third World,. strongly 
anti-intervention and generally ' 
favouring leftist guerrillas whom ' ' 
Mexico sees 1 as the modem equi- ' 
valent of the heroes of-its 1910 
revolution. This stance will almost 
certainly lead to continued 'dis- \ 
agreements with Washington. 


Europeans jealous over U.S. technology aid to Russians

BRUSSELS — In spite of tough 
statements, the European com- 
munity is backing away from an 
open trade war with the United 
States over the ban on using 
American technology to build the 
Soviet gas pipeline to Western 
Europe. 

But in spite of the anger over 
the ban on the use of U.S. 
technology in rhe project, which 
puts hundreds of thousands of 
jobs in Europe at risk. European 
governments have for the time 
being dropped threats of trade 
retaliation against Washington. 
Instead, diplomats said, they are 
concentrating on diplomatic 
efforts to make President Reagan 
change his mind. 

President Reagan's edict, 
regarded as an attempt to extend 
U.S. laws outside its borders and 
backdating them to cover con- 
tracts already agreed, has hit the 
community hard and left it group- 
ing for a response. The European 
community has been caught up in 
what French External Relations 
Minister Calude Cheysson has 
described as a declaration of 
economic war by Washington on 
the Soviet Union. 

“The threat of U.S. sanctions 
against firm which break the 
technology embargo has brought 
the smell of cordite right into West 
European boardrooms.” one 
trade analyst said. The pipeline 
dispute has combined with quar- 
rels between the U.S. and Western 
Europe over trade issues like 
steel, textiles and agriculture to 
bring Eunopean-U.S. relations to 
their lowest level for decades. 

Europe’s weak position 

But just what the European 
community can do about the 
technology embargo is still far 
from clear. European gov- 
ernments must tread cautiously in 
theirefforts to defend the interests 
of the companies affected and, for 
the time being, the European 
community is doing its best to 
build up as clear a picture as poss- 


ible of the complex legal and 
commercial problems involved. 

The big firms hit include Man- 
nesmann and the financially- 
troubled AEG-Telefunken in 
West Germany. Creusot-Loire 
and Alsthom Atlantique in 
France. Nuovo Pignone in Italy 
and John Brown of Britain along 
with hundreds of smaller firms. 

In the confusion following Pres- 
ide a t Reagan's June 18 
announcement of the extension of 
the technology embargo, only Bri- 
tain has taken definite action. The 
British decision to invoke the pro- 
tection of trading interests act of 
1980. thereby ordering firms to 
ignore the U.S. embargo, is seen in 
Brussels as strengthening Euro- 
pean unity. In responding with 
wounded solidarity to the U.S. 
move, the 10 European Com- 
munity states have shown greater 
cohesion than in other trade dis- 
putes in the past. 

“So far there has been no break- 
ing of ranks." a seniorComraunity 
official said. “ It is crucial to main- 
tain this solidarity for the sake of 
our own credibility." 

NATO only weapon 

Despite pessimistic signals from 


Washington. European officials 
are still hoping that President 
Reagan will modify his edict 
before it is finalised on August 18. 
The alternative, they warn, would 
be a deterioration in U.S.- 
Eu rope an relations harmful to the 
North Atlantic alliance. 

But President Reagan himself 
has said his mind is made up, and 
barring a relaxation in the militaxy 
repression in Poland, which ini- 
tially prompted the ban, senior 
U.S. diplomats say they see little 
prospect for a change on the U.S. 
side. If it came to an all-out trade 
war. which most European offi- 
cials say they want to avoid, the 
European Community has few 
weapons in its arsenal which it 
could use. 

U.S. and European Community 
officials are still negotiating 
intensely to defuse another tense 
dispute over steel after the U.S. 
imposed heavy duties on steel 
imports on grounds that they were 
unfairly subsidised. The European 
Commission has scouted the idea 
of restrictions on imports of U.S. 
agricultural products such as com 
gluten feed, used as a cheap sub- 
stitute for cereals in animal fod- 
der. Government ministers have 
also talked menacingly about the 


damage which a U.S.-European 
trade row would cause for inter- 
national trade talks in Geneva 
scheduled for November. 

But the agricultural trade curbs 
have been shelved in the face of an 
angry reaction from Washington. 
And a negative European stance 
at ministerial talks on the general 
agreement on tariffs and trade 
(GATT) could be counter- 
productive, as other states includ- 
ing many developing countries 
wHl also be there. 

Hope pinned on Shultz 

What the Europeans want is 
more dialogue with the U.S., but 
nobody seems to know how to set 
about it. Hopes now are pinned on 
re-establishing a dialogue with 
Washington through Secretary of 
State designate George Shultz, 
who before being nominated 
expressed reservations about 
using economic pressure to bring 


about changes in Moscow, - 
- Chancellor Helmut Sdunidt of 
West Germany is a personal 
acquaintance of Mr. Shultz and is 
to visit him later this month. Many 
European governments are 
opposed to trade embargoes as a 
political weapon and even British 
Prime Minister Margret Thatcher, 
a strong backer of President 
Reagan, has been stem in her cri- 
ticism of the retroactive trade ban. 

On the legislative front, the 
European Commission has started 
proceedings at GATT in an effort 
to defend itself and to attack U.S. 
trade practices which it feels are 
unfair. Its next step may be to chal- 
lenge Washington on its so-called 
disc system that allows U.S. expor- 
ters to defer taxes, claiming it is an 
unfair subsidy. 

But inevitably all these meas- 
ures will take time, and European 
governments do not want to see 
tensions with Washington pro- 
longed. -

Soviets in dilemma over hunger strikers seeking to emigrate h

MOSCOW — Squeezed in behind 
his desk under a portrait of state 
founder Valdimir Lenin, emig- 
ration official Sergei Fadeyev out- 
lined the reasons why Yuri BaJov- 
lenkov and Sergei Petrov had 
been denied percussion to emi- 
grate. 

The two men, who seek to join 
their American wives in the 
United States, could not go, he 
said, because state security was 
involved. 

Furthermore, they had had con- 
tacts with Western reporters and 
U.S. diplomats which represented 
direct interference in the Soviet 
Union's internal affairs, Mr:- 
Fadeyev said. 

But he made no reference to' 
what made their cases unusual. 

Both men have resorted to a 
hunger strike — a weapon which ' 
would-be Soviet emigres are 


wielding more and more to bring 
pressure on Soviet authorities. 

Food shortages going back cen- 
turies have given the word 
"hunger" traditionally more emo- 
tional impact in the Soviet Union 
than in the West 

The hastily -convened press 
conference by Mr. Fadeyev at 
Moscow’s visa and emigration 
headquarters, unusual by Mos- 
cow’s standards in both timing and 
venue, was proof that the 
authorities are in a dilemma over 
how to stem a growing tide, of 
hunger strikers. 

At the same time, the hunger 
strikes have focused renewed 
attention on the Soviet Union's 
record on emigration, which 
Western emigration agencies say 
hi at its lowest level for 10 years. 

Mr. Balovlenkov, 33, held a 
43-day fast earlier this year and 
has just begun a second one, while 
Mr. Petrov, 29, has passed the 
40th day of his protest. 

Diplomats following the dis- 


sident scene in the Soviet Union 
believe the trend for the current 
wave of hunger strikes was set last 
December by Nobel Peace Prize 
winner Andrei Sakharov. 

From the Volga town of Gorky 
where he lives in exile, the 60- 
year-old physicist and his wife, 
Yelena Bonner, launched a 
hunger strike to force authorities 
to allow their daughter-in-law to 
join her fiance in the United 
States. 

After world-wide publicity to 
the case, Soviet authorities 
decided to cut their losses and 
allow Liza Alexey eva to leave, set- 
ting a precedent not lost on Soviet 
citizens in a similar position. ' 

First to follow the Sakharov’s 
was Inna Lavrova, a Soviet 
woman who had been trying for 
the past four years to join her 
Frehch fiance. 

Mis. Lavrova, 43, took to her 
high-rise Moscow apartment and 
for a month sipped only mineral 
water. Soviet authorities told her 


she would never be allowed to 
leave, then suddenly allowed her 
fiance to visit her in the Soviet 
Union. 


The couple were married in 
Moscow and she left for the West 
with her teenage daughter several 
days later in late February. Her 
hunger strike lasted 36 days. 


Then in April, three men and 
three women, members of the 
self-styled “divided families 
group", announced they were tak- 
ing similar action. 

The group was founded in 
November, 1980, and individuals 
in it had been cam paining for 
years to join wives and husbands 
in the West. 

Iosif Kiblhsky. Andrei Frolov. 
.Tatyana Lozansky. Tatyana 
Azure, Marija Jurgutiene and Mr. 
Balovlenkov based their appeals 
unsuccessfully on the 1975 
East-West Helsinki agreements. 

On -April 2, the six started a 


10-day hunger strike. When this 
drew no response from the 
authorities, they began a fast to 
the death on May 10. 

They learned of their change of 
fortunes in different ways. 

Mr. Frolov, a 51 -year-old jour- 
nalist married to an American 
whom he met in Moscow in 1980. 
concluded his hunger strike on 
June 11 after being promised an 
exit visa. He left Moscow for 
Chicago nine days later. 

Next came Mrs. Lozansky and 
Mrs. Azure. Mrs. Lozansky, 
daughter of a high-ranking gen- 
eral in the Soviet civil defence 
apparatus, had divorced her hus- 
band, Eduard, in 1975 to allow 
him to emigrate with the idea of 
joining him later. 

She began her hunger strike 
after persistent refusal by 
authorities to let her go. but called 
it off after her father assured her 
he would intercede for her to be 
allowed to go. 

Mrs. Azure, a 30-year-old phy- 


sicist who married her French 
husband in 1979. resumed eating 
on June 2 after being told she 
could re-apply for emigration, a 
sign which she interpreted 
optimistically. 

Mr. Kiblitsky. a 36-year-old 
artist married to a West German 

schoolteacher, was handed an exit 
visa on July 2. He had earlier 
ended his fast after 36 days when 
he was advised that his health was 
seriously endangered. 

One exception to the pattern of 
success is Mrs. Jurgutiene. Mar- 
ried to a Soviet defector, she 
returned to her native Lithuania in 
June believing she would be 
allowed to emigrate. No-one has 
heard from her since. 

Mr. Balovlenkov ended his fast 
on J une 2 1 . the day he says he was 
promised a visa to go. Authorities 
deny this and he began another 
hunger strike on July 5. 

Mr. Petrov, a freelance photo- 
grapher not linked to the "di\ ided 
families group", had meanwhile 


begun a water-only fast on June 2 
to be allowed to rejoin his wife, a 
law- student in North Carolina. 

Officially, opposition to their 
departure is that state security is 
involved, a reference apparently 
to Mr. Balovlenkov' s former job 
as a computer programmer and 
Mr. Petrov's employment in a sci-. 
entific research institute six vears 


Minister Margaret Thatcher's 7 
government and Sands was 1 
described as a heroic fighter for 
civil rights.

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World Swimming Championships: Most 
exciting showdown since Olympics 


EAST BERLIN (R) — The most 
exciting swimming showdown for 
four years could unfold later this 
month when East Germany, Rus- 
sia and the United States come 
face to face at the World Champ- 
ionships in Ecuador. 

The Americans missed the last 
encounter at the Moscow Oly- 
mpics two years ago. 

But East Germany’s chief 
trainer Wolfgang Richter knows 
how well they performed in the 
last World Championships in 
West Berlin in 1978. And he has 
little doubt that it is the Americans 
who will pose the biggest threat to 
his team's hopes when this year's 
championships get underway at 
Guayaquil on July 29. 

“The Americans did great" 
things in West Berlin and because 
they were not at Moscow because 
of their Olympic boycott, I think 
they will be out to prove they are 
still swimming nation number 
one," he said. 

But the East German swim- 
mers, with a total of 12 gold med- 
als from the Moscow Olympics. 


are certain to play a key role in the 
championships. 

The full East German team has 
not yet been named but there is 
little doubt that Ule Gewinger, 
Petra Schneider and Rica. 
Reinisch will be included. 

Gewinger holds the women’s 
200 metres individual medley and 
100 metre breastroke world 
records and Schneider the 400 
metres individual medley world 
record which she set at Moscow. 

Rica Reinisch, aged 17. holds 
the 100 metres and 200 metres 
backstroke world records . and 
along with Gewinger was a 
member of the German's record 
breaking 4x100 metre medley 
relay at Moscow. 

Richter expects the champ- 
ionships will prove tougher for his 
men sw imm ers than his world- 
beating women. 

. The men came in for some stiff 
criticism following the national 
championships in May, but top 
hope must be Jefg Woithe who 
broke his own 100 metre freestyle 
European record with a time of 


49.81 seconds at those champ- 
ionships. 

Woithe and the rest of East 
Germany's men's team, will be up 
against American Rowdy Gaines, 
world record holder in both 100 
and 200 metres freestyle and the 
Soviet Union's Vladimir 
Salanikov. who equalled his 400 
metres freestyle world record of 3 
minutes 49.57 seconds at the 
recent Soviet Union's national 
championships. 

Richter is also concerned that 
Ecuador's tropical climate could 
take its toll on his swimmers. 

“We will be facing temp- 
eratures of over 30 degrees cen- 
tigrade with high humidity, not 
exactly what our swimmers are 
used to." he said. 

“We. like most other European 
teams I think, would have pre- 
ferred the championship to be 
held somewhere else.” 

The high divers set off for the 
championships on July 22 and the 
swimmers two days later giving all 
the competitors about a week to 
acclimatise.

Austrian Niki Lauda moved 
from seventh to fifth place in his 
McLaren while Rene Amoux of 
France, who has dominated prac- 
tice in his Renault several times 
this season, had to settle for sixth 
place despite a considerable 
improvement. 

Wauon, winner of the British 
Grand Prix at Silverstone last 
year, was 1 2th best in his McLaren 
but is still rated a threat for the 
76-lap (319.67 km) race. 

Compatriot Nigel Mansell, still 
troubled by the wrist he injured in 
a crash at the Canadian Grand 
Prix last month, struggled into 
23rd place in his Lotus.

Mr. Barr's announcement fol- 
lowed 24 hours of confusion dur- 
ing which officials denied reports 
that Ardiles had bowed out under 
pressure from Tottenham 
Hotspur and said negotiations 
were still in progress.

UEFA increases fine pn Barcelona 


ZURICH, Switzerland (R) — The 
European Football Union (UE- 
FA) Saturday stepped up their 
fine on Spanish dub Barcelona 
following a rowdy European 
Cupwinners' Cup final against 
Standard Liege of Belgium in 
May. 

A fine of 6,000 Swiss francs ($ 
3,000) imposed last month was 
■increased to 35.000 Swiss francs 
($ 1 7,500) by UEFA’s disciplinary 
committee. 

UEFA said Barcelona's pre- 
vious record had been taken into 
account in reviewing the original 
fine.

British Rail (BR) has already 
iccepted the unpublished prop- 
jsals, drawn up Saturday by the 
Trades Union Congress (TUQ 
ifter 24 hours of continuous talks.

- ■ nen (ASLEF) said it would con- 
ider the proposals “maybe this 
. iftemoon or maybe tomorrow 
. . noming.” 

Mr. Len Murray, general sec- 
etary of TUC, is leading the 
ittempt to end the dispute which 
las so far cost state-owned BR 
1100 milli on (£172 million). 

BR officials said they were con- 
ident that the proposals would 
,-nd the strike. Mr. James 
Jrquhart of the BR board said he 
vas “extremely hopeful" that the 
' " — -^rain drivers would return to work. 

But ASLEF. apparently fearful 
“lip h-Jiat the rotas will speed up job 
v 1 l upases in the industry and mortally 


weaken the union, has con- 
sistently opposed their intro- 
duction. 

The larger rail union, the 
National Udud of RaOwaymen 
(NUR), has accepted the Dew 
rotas and opposes the ASLEF 
strike. 

BR has warned that it will sack 
striking drivers next Wednesday 
and possibly close the entire net- 
work unless there is a return to 
work. 

The stoppage is the worst crisis 
in the history of Britain's railways, 
built during the reign of Queen 
Victoria. 

The railway system once 
reached almost every small town 
and village, but it was severely cut 
back in the 1960s. 

If the dispute is not settled soon 
there is a strong possibility of 
further cuts in the 17,700 
kilometre network. 

Some transport experts believe 
the country no longer needs a 
railway system and commuters 
have proved reasonably adept at 
finding alternative modes of 
traveL 


Algeria's energy 
consumption rises 

. KUWAIT (OPECNA) — Algeria's energy consumption almost 
quadrupled from four million Tons of 03 Equivalent (TOE) in 1 970 
.to 1 4mjffion TOE in 1980. It is expected to reach 40 million TOE by 
.1990. 

A study in the July bulletin of the Organisation of Arab Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OAPEC) attributes the increase to sustained 
economw growth and rapid development of the energy infras- 
tructure. 

- In 1980, natural gas was the main energy source for Algerian 
consumers, representing 51 per cent, followed by oil products with 

- 39 per cent. Ten years earlier, the share of oil products was 50 per 
cent. wh3e that of natural gas was 30 per cent. It is projected that in 
the next decade natural gas win account for as much as two-thirds of 
Algeria’s energy needs. 

Saudis scale down 
*oil product imports 

UYADH (OPECNA) — The Jeddah 03 Refinery has signed two 
processing agreements under which it will supplement its own output 
vith 130,000 b/d of refined products from Greece and Italy. 

Although the Jeddah refinery is able to supply only about a third of 
leznand in Saudi Arabia’s western region, the agreements, for shor- 
er periods and smaller volumes than previously, demonstrate aahift 
rway from dependency on foreign refiners. 

Early next year the Yanbu domestic refinery is due to come ons- 
ream with a production capacity of 170,000 b/d. 

Ear lier t h i s year Exxon Europe, Saras of Italy and Petrola of 
Greece were supplying the Jeddah refinery with a total of 150,000 
i/d under agreements which expired in April, the Arab News 
eported here. 

The new agreements are with Petrola, which win supply 92,000 b/d 
or a period of 10 months, and with Saras for 38,000 b/d. 


WASHINGTON (R) — Ameri- 
can wholesale energy costs soared 
4.1 per cent in June delivering a 
blow to the Reagan administ- 
ration's number one economic 
policy priority, the reduction of 
mflarion. 

The rise, the first in energy 
prices since December and the 
largest since the spring of 1981. 
accounted for about half of an 
increase of one per cent in June in 
U.S. wholesale prices, the Labour 
Department said Friday. 

The increase in wholesale prices 
followed four months when they 
had been stable of falling. Their 
level was unchanged in May and 
rose only 0.1 per cent in ApriL 

During the last 12 months, 
wholesale prices have risen 3.5 per . 
cent, the department said. i 

They climbed at an annual rate 
of only 2.5 per cent during the first 
half of this year, compared with 
seven per cent in all of 1981 and 
1 1 .8 per cent in 1980, it added. 

The rate of price increases has 
fallen steadily since President 
Reagan took office in January. 
1981, but this development has 
been accompanied by a serious 
recession and sharp increase in 
unemployment. 

Wholesale price changes are 
usually reflected eventually in 
costs to consumers. Friday's 
report suggests consumer prices, 
which rose one per cent in May. 
are likely to rise sharply for at leak 
a few more months. 


PARIS (R) — Growing unem- 
ployment is the main problem fac- 
ing the West German economy, 
the Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(OECD) said Friday. 

In its annual review of the coun- 
try, it said the supply of labour 
would continue to rise over the 
next few years, making unem- 
ployment largely a structural 
problem. 

The OECD forecast that the 
percentage of people without jobs 
would rise from an average 6 % 
per cent of the workforce in the 
second half of this year to 7 V» per 
cent in the second half of 1983. 


* To reduce the size of the prob- 
lem West Germany would have to 
introduce policies aimed at 
encouraging investments that 
would create jobs, it said. 

West German unemployment 
stood at 6.9 per cent in May com- 
pared with 4.8 per cent in May 
1981. 

The OECD left its forecasts 
unchanged from those it made for 
the country in its half-yearly world 
outlook last week. 

It said that gross national pro- 
duct would rise at a real annual 
rate of 3 V* percent in the second 
half of 1983, after allowing for 
inflation, compared with rises of 


3 V- per cent in the first half and 
two per cent in the second half of 
1982. 

Exports of goods and services 
are likely to rise at an annual rate 
of 6 % per cent in the second half 
of 1983, after & V* per cent in the 
first half and 7 Vs per cent in the 
second half of 1982. 

Imports of goods and services in 
the same periods are expected to 
increase seven per cent, six per 
cent and 4 3 U per cent. 

Consumer price inflation is 
forecast at three per cent in 1 9S3. 
compared with 4 V: per cent in 
1982 and 5.9 per cent in 1981. 


USSR omits grain figure 
from statistical report 


MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet Union omitted the 
1981 grain harvest from an annual statistical 
report issued Friday, indicating that the drought- 
hit crop was seriously below target. 

The report listed other agricultural production 
totals first published in the press five months ago. 
but the grain figure, which has been surrounded 
by secrecy, did not appear. 

Unofficial Soviet and Western estimates of the 
crop range from 150 milli on to 175 millio n tonnes, 
compared with a target of almost 240 million. 

A second, more detailed statistical review of the 
Soviet economy, is due for publication in about 
two months. 

The 1981 harvest was the third successive poor 
crop and early indications are that this year will 
also produce a substantial shortfall. 

The Soviet Union usually announces its har- 
vests. even if they are disappointing. 

Meanwhile. President Reagan discussed grain 
sales to the Soviet Union with his national security 


council in Washington Friday but a White House 
spokesman said no decision was being taken at the 
session. 

Deputy Press Secretary Larry S peakes told 
reporters. Mr. Reagan would make a number of 
foreign policy decisions at the session, though not 
on the grain issue. He declined to say specifically 
what the other decisions concerned. 

The president has a choice of negotiating a new 
long-term grain agreement to replace the one 
expiring on Sept. 30. seeking a one-year extension 
of the present agreement, or letting the agreement 
lapse. 

Mr. Speak es' statement conflicted with reports 
Thursday from administration officials and mem- 
bers of Congress who met the president that a 
decision would emerge from the national security 
council meeting. 

Mr. Speakes gave no reason why a derision had 
been put off. 


Oil supply outlook seen unpredictable

LONDON (R) — Iran's new Gulf 
war offensive into Iraq sent tre- 
mors through the o3 industry with 
company analysts saying the Sup- 
ply outlook from the region has 
seldom been harder to predict 

Aside from short-term uncer- 
tainty posed by the fighting, an 
early end to the war might lead 
both combatants to boost sales 
and renew the recent glut. 

In the present over-supplied 
market a complete shutt-off of 
Iraqi o3 should not be a problem, 
industry spokesmen said. Iraq 
produces less than 850.000 bar- 
rels daily and that volume could 
eas3y be made up by Saudi Arabia 
and others in the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC). 

It would be different if fighting 
involved other Gulf producers. 
But Western diplomats say they 
see no sigh that the Saudis or 
Kuwait would fight against Iran, 
or that Iran would hit their oil 
fields in retaliation for financial 
support for Iraq. 

Temporary shortages might 
result if Iraqi air strikes crippled 


Iranian o3 export capacity. Iran 
exports some two million barrels 
daily to Japan. East Europe and 
the Third World. 

But industry sources said OPEC 
had enough spare capacity to meet 
that demand too. and would prob- 
ably do so unless the Saudis 
wanted to squeeze the market and 
nudge the West into exacting con- 
cessions from Israel in Lebanon. 

Looking further ahead to the 
prospect of an end to the Gulf war, 
predictions were harder to make, 
industry sources said. 

NEWS ANALYSIS 

The conventional industry view 
has been that, whoever wins. Iran 
and Iraq will rush to boost war- 
restricted oil sales in search of cash 
to rebuild their shattered 
economies. 

Within a year of the end of hos- 
tilities it is possible they could 
pump around four million barrels 
daily into the world market above 
their current total. 

.With OPEC and the industry 
predicting only a slow rise in oU 


demand from present, recession- 
hit levels, and with other sellers 
chafing under existing output 
curbs, that would seem to portend 
a renewal of the o3 glut and stable 
or lower prices. 

Saudi OPEC policy has hinged 
on restraining price rises when 
they threatened irreparable dam T 
age to the West, with which the 
kingdom links its own fortunes. 
When necessary, the Saudis 
opened the tap to flood the market 
and tame OPEC. 

That has led to confrontation 
with Iran. After expelling the 
shah. Iranian Islamic revolutio- 
nary leaders opted to pump less 
crude oil but to charge more for it, 
regardless of the effect on what 
they saw as the corrput consumer 
societies of the West. 

At the height of the market in 
1980 Iran quoted up to $6 a barrel 
more than the Saudis, before the 
Saudis engineered a glut and 
forced them down. 

Now. according to other OPEC 
members, the Iranians are under- 
cutting the Saudis to attract their 
buyers. 


Iranian 03 Minister Moham- 
mad Gharazi said after an OPEC 
meeting last weekend that if this 
were true, it would be no more 
than a legitimate use of “com- 
mercial force" in a bid to curb 
Saudi-pre-eminence in OPEC 
decision-making. 

The meeting in Vienna foun- 
. dered, Mr. Gharazi said, when 
Saudi Arabia refused to cut its 
output to accommodate rising 
Iranian sales within an overall 
OPEC ceiling, set in March to 
defend the reference price of $34 
a barrel. 

Iran never accepted the quota 
assigned to h. under the Saudi- 
backed March agreement and by 
June had started to exceed it. dis- 
counting its prices to sell the oil. 

“Who cares a damn who gets 
upset — did they get upset when 
they unleashed their dog on us?" a 
senior Iranian OPEC delegate 
said then. 

Mr. Gharazi. in comments to 
reporters in Vienna saw the col- 
lapse of the OPEC accord as a 
phase “in a game which is being 
played out”

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‘Hong Kong, Macao should

PEKING (R) — A top Chinese 
leader has indicated that a clause 
in China’s new draft constitution 
provides a legal basis for the' 
reunification of China with- not 
only Taiwan but also Hong Kong 
and Macao. 

The New China News Agency 
(NCNA) quoted senior politburo 
member Peng Zhen as saying 
ChinaVcompatriots" in Taiwan, 
Hong Kong and the Portuguese 
colony of Macao should all carry - 
out thorough discussion of the 
draft, first published in April. 

The relevant clause states that 
China may, where necessary, set 
up special administrative regions 
operating under different laws 
from the rest of the country, bas- 
ically meaning under non- 
Communist systems. 

The clause has dearly all along 
been relevant to the island of 


Taiwan, which has been ruled by- 
the Nationalist Chinese since they 
were defeated on the ipainland by 
the Communists in 1949 and 
which^ Peking wants to recover. 

But Mr. Peng’s statement Fri- 
day mad* it clear that it could 
equally refer to the tiny South 
China Sea enclave of Macao and 
the thriving British colony on 
Hong Kong. Much of the latter in 1 
theory reverts to China under a 
lease which expires in 1997. 

Peng Zhen, a former mayor of 
Peking purged in the Maoist Cul- 
tural Revolution, is die highest- 
ranking vice-chairman of the 
National People’s Congress and 
therefore de facto deputy head of 
state. 

In his statement Vice-Chairman 
Peng said the clause provided a 
legal basis for China’s proposals 
for peaceful reunification with 


Factional fighting changes 
shape of Angolan regime 


LISBON (R) — Black nationalists 
in Angola’s ruling party have 
apparently’ suffered a serious set- 1 
back in a move that could alter the 
balance of power in the Luanda, 
regime, according to Western dip- 
lomats in Luanda. 

The position of two leading 
members of the black nationalist 
faction. Health Minister Agos- 
tinho Andre Mendes de Carvalho' 
and former Agricultural Minister 
Manuel Pedro Pacavira, appears 
to have been considerably 
weakened at the last meeting of 
the central committee of the ruling 
rapla-workers’ party. 

Angolan embassy officials in 
Lisbon said Mr. Pacavira had been 
sacked as the central committee’s 
secretary in charge of the pro- 
ductive sector — a key economic 
post — for “serious errors, includ- 
ing deviations from the party’s 
agrarian policies." 

Mr. Mendes de Carvalho was 


reprimanded for “showing lack of 
respect for President Jose 
Eduardo dos Santos in a speech.” 

Western diplomats in Luanda, 
contacted by telephone from Lis- 
bon. said the public criticism 
seemed a departure from the usual 
policy of finely balancing the dif- 
ferent factions in Angola’s ruling 
party. 

The two men have clashed with 
the party’s pro-Soviet tendency 
over Luanda's support for the 
guerrillas fighting for the inde- 
pendence of neighbouring 
Namibia (South West Africa; and 
the presence of Cuban troops in 
Angola, according to the dip- 
lomats. 

Any kiss of influence by the 
black nationalists would streng- 
then the hand of the pro-Soviet 
faction at a time when there seems 
to be progress towards a Namibian 
settlement and Angola is under 
growing pressure to send the 
Cuban soldiers home, they added. 


Sri Lankan movement awarded

There is a simple way to 
avoid being end played. Get 
rid of your high cards when 
you can afford to do so! 

This hand is from, a recent 
pair competition. West’s 
double of one heart was 
“negative"; i.e., for takeout, 
not penalties. North decided 
thatit was not worth bidding 
a suit in which West was 
known to have at least four 
cards, so he simply corrected 
to hearts when his partner's 


second suit was doubled. 
East's double was based on 
the form of competition — at 
duplicate pairs you often 
have to make close doubles if 
you want to obtain a 
reasonable score. 

West led the jack of clubs, 
covered by the queen and 
won by the king. East made } 
the obvious shift to a trump. 
Declarer won the ace and ruf- 
fed a diamond in dummy. He 
led the king of spades from 
the table. West won the ace 
and exited with a diamond to 
his partner’s ace. East cash- 
ed the ace of clubs and played 
a low club. 

Declarer ruffed with the 
ten of trumps agd cashed the 
king and queen. On these 
tricks East carefully followed 
with the seven and jack of 
trumps! Now, when declarer 
. led the five of trumps. East 
was able to underplay the 
three, leaving declarer on 
lead. On declarer's forced dia- 
mond lead. West was able to 
take two diamond tricks to. 
complete a one-trick set. 

Observe what would have 
happened if East had left 
himself with a high trump. 
He would have been thrown 
in with the last trump and 
would then have been forced 
to lead a black suit, allowing 
dummy to collect the last 
three tricks — and the con- 
tract.

COLOMBO (R) — A magistrate 
has ordered the release of hijacker 
Sepala Ekanayake on bail of 
500,000 rupees ($25,000) here. 

Ekanayake. a 33-year-old Sri 
Lankan, was remanded in prison 
on July 4, charged with extortion 
and keeping stolen cash after he - 
hijacked an Italian airliner to 
Bangkok last month. He 
threatened to blow up the aircraft, 
which had 261 people aboard, and 
received a ransom of $300,000. 

The magistrate Friday rejected 
a request by the state that 
Ekanayake be remanded for 
another two weeks.

West deplores Soviet direct phone cuts 


MOSCOW (R) — Western and 
neutral countries’ have com- 
plained to the Soviet Union about 
the abolition of direct telephone 
dialling to the West, which finally 
took effect Friday. 

Diplomatic sources said a rep- 
resentative of Denmark, currently 
president of the European Com- 
munity, called at the Soviet fore- 
ign ministry to ask for an expla- 
nation of the move. 

The Danish diplomat said the 
abolition of direct dialling, which 
was first introduced into Moscow 
two years ago for the Olympics, 
would affect foreign embassies, 
businessmen and journalists. 


The foreign ministry officials 
said they were unaware of the 
abolition, which was not officially 
announced, but promised a reply 
later. 

Diplomats said neutral Austria 
also complained to the foreign 
ministry Friday and other Euro- 
pean states might follow suit. 

“This is a dear step backwards 
and we do not like it." one dip- 
lomat commented. 

Postal authorities of several 
Western countries were told some 
weeks ago that the number of 
phone links with the Soviet Union 
would be cut on July 1. But the 
move did not go into effect on that 
day and there was speculation that 


it might have been cancelled 
altogether. 

From Thursday, Moscow callers 
trying to reach Western Europe 
heard only a recorded voice telling 
them to dial the operator. 

Direct calk from the West to 
Moscow were still possible on Fri- 
day however, and direct dialling 
from Moscow to Eastern Europe 
appeared to be unaffected. 

No-one was available at the 
Soviet communications ministry 
to comment on the move. Western 
diplomats said the cutback 
appeared to be a political step to 
reduce Soviet citizens’ contacts 
with friends and relatives in the 
West. 


Nicaragua says church sects 
act as fifth column, for rightists 


Hidden British convict caught 


MANAGUA (R) — Nicaragua 
has said that rightists helped by 
the U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) and Evangelical 
sects working as a fifth column 
launched a "silent invasion” from 
Honduras 12 days ago. 

The leftist authorities said that 
100 people had died in recent 
fighting centred on the nigged 
northern provinces which they 
said had been infiltrated by more 
than 1,000 heavily-armed guer- 
rillas. 

Vice-interior Minister Luis 
Carrion told reporters Friday that 
guerrillas were still crossing the 
border “with the logistical and tac- 
tical support of the CIA”. 

“150 of them can infiltrate the 
country in half an hour as others 
pin down our frontier guards with 
diversionary attacks,” he said. 

He gave no details of the fight- 


ing only a few days before the 
third anniversary of the leftist 
■ revolution which was led by most 
of the current Sandinist leaders. 

Both Commander Carrion and 
Interior Minister Tomas Borge 
, denounced foreign religious sects 
working in Nicaragua as"nestsof 
counter-revolutionary activity ” 

Commander Borge said there 
were almost 100 of the sects, 
including Mormons and Jehovah’s 
witnesses, active here. He said 
some of their pastors were on the 
CIA payroll or former soldiers of 
the late rightist dictator Anastasio 
Somoza. 

Friday night, about 5,000 
demonstrators took over a Mor- * 
mon temple in Managua, demand- 
ing that it should be used as a 
school. The government called the 
demonstration “a spontaneous act 
of popular feeling." 


WIGAN, England (R) — A man 
hiding from police lived for eight 
years in a hole two feet (60 cen- 
timetres) deep under the floor- 
boards of his own house. 

ForJhe first two years, Norman. 
Green, a 42-year-okl married 
man with six children, never 
moved from the hole and never 
saw daylight or anybody except his 
wife. 

Detectives discovered the hole 
during a raid in March. Mr. Green 
had disappeared just before 
Christmas 1974, after being ques- 
tioned by police about alleged 
offences at the home of an 86- 
year-old woman. 

He told his story to reporters 
Thursday, following a decision by 
the director of public prosecutions 
that no further action would be 
taken against him. 

Mr. Green said he carved a hole 
in the floor with a penknife and 
hid because he was terrified of 
being found by the police and 
questioned again. His wife Pauline 


provided food and drink and he 
fust emerged two years later. 

He looked in a mirror and found 
his hair was two feet (60 ems) long 
and grey. His front teeth had fal- 
len out and his eyes were red. He 
could scarcely face sunlight and 
for days he could not walk. 

He said: “my weight just went 
to seven stone (44.5 kilog- 
rammes). 1 lay in the darkness, 
thinking. 

“I prayed: ‘Please God end this 
nightmare.' All the tune l was 
thinking of what Pauline and the 
kids were going through. It was 
terrible lying there listening to 
them talking and playing but 
unable to let them know I was 
there." 

Gradually he came out of the 
hole more often and was intro- 
duced to his children as 
“Michael", their mothers friend. 
“They didn’t recognise me as their 
father who had disappeared a few 
years ago,” Mr. Green said. 


Basques claim 
credit for 
bomb attack 


SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain (R) — 
Basque separatist extremists 
claimed responsibility for planting 
21 bombs which damaged -a 
number of public buildings and 
injured one man in the Basque 
country Friday night, a com-, 
munique issued to. Basque news- 
papers said Saturday.. 

The political-military wing 
(ETA P-M) of the divided 
separatist group ETA (Basque 
Homeland and Freedom) said it 
planted the bombs which hit the 
Basque cities of San Sebastian, 
Bilbao and Vitoria and the city of 
Pamplona, claimed by separatists 
as pan of the Basque country. 

About 20 kilogrammes of 
explosives were used in the time- 
bombs. according to the direc- 
torate of security in Madrid. 

San Sebastian and Bilbao had 
been hardest hit, with seven blasts 
^ch, the directorate said. 

' Warnings were given only in 
San Sebastian, where three other 
devices were defused, police said. 
Only one man, in Pamplona, had 
been slightly injured. 


Trudeau’s 
popularity 
hits bottom 

OTTAWA (R) — Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau's popularity has 
sunk to an all-time low and only 
28 per cent of Canadians now 
approve of him, according to a poll 
published Saturday. 

The gailup showed 61 per cent 
disapproved of the way he was 
handling the job — three per cent 
• more than in the last poll in Feb- 
ruary. 

Mr. Trudeau achieved his high- ' 
est popularity rating in 1980 when 1 
he returned to power after Con- , 
servative leader Joe Clark had. 
been prime minister for less than a 
year. 

Mr. Trudeau, who has held the 
post for 1 3 yearsjias said he does- 
not intend to stand again. The next 
general election is not due until 
1985. 


Sihanouk 
visits China, 

PEKIN& (R) — Priace Norodom 
Sihanouk, president of the newly- 
formed coalition government 
aimed at driving the Vietnamese 
out of Kampuchea, arrived in Pek- 
ing from Bangkok Saturday for a 
week-long visit. 

He was met at the airport by 
Chinese Foreign Minister Huang 
Hua and drove off in a limousine 
flying the flag of bis former bitter 
enemies, the Chinese-backed 
Khmer Rouge, which is also the 
flag of the coalition. 


South African backed guerrilla war shakes Mozambican government

MAPUTO — A South African- 
backed guerrilla war has been 
stepped up inside Mozambique, 
shaking the government of Pres- 
ident Samora Machel, according 
to Western diplomats here. 

Rebels have carried a campaign 
of killing looting and sabotage 
across the impoverished coun- 
tryside to within 200 kilometres of 
the capital putting the old guer- 
rilla fighters of the ruling Frelimo 
Party on the defensive for the first 
time since independence seven 
years ago. 

The diplomats say they do not 
believe the Marxist government is 
seriously threatened yet, but say it 
could be if it does not wrest the 
initiative from the shadowy “ban- 
didos” soon. 

“The problem is bigger now 
than it was six months ago and 
growing,” said one senior envoy. 
“We don’t think there is a danger 
to the stability of the government 
yet, but I would not be surprised if 
things were different by the end of 
the year.” 

No diplomatic missions here 
doubt black African allegations 
that the warfare is fuelled by 
neighbouring South Africa, the 
last white redoubt on the dark 
continent. 

S. African aid 

The diplomats and Mozam- 
bicans say the Mozambique Resis- 
tance Movement (RNM) is sup- 
plied by air and sea by South 
Africa. Dakota transports lumber 
across southeastern Zimbabwe to 
drop guns and munitions. Patrol 
boats are believe to cany other 
material to remote Indian Ocean 
beaches. 

South African helicopters 
rescued white advisers from a 


rebel base overrun by government 
troops last November, officials 
say. Propaganda in support of the 
RNM is beamed from Voz da 
Africa Livre (Voice of Free 
Africa) in the Transvaal. 

The rebel group, believed by 
diplomats to number between 
6.000 and 10,000, was created in 
1976 by the beleaguered whites of 
Rhodesia. They recruited blacks, 
who had fought for Portugal in 
Mozambique in order to under- 
mine President Machel, who was 
providing bases for Robert 
Mugabe’s guerrilla forces. 

When Zimbabwe became inde- 
pendent in 1980 and Mr. Mugabe 
•assumed power, the RNM was 
taken over by South African milit- 
ary intelligence, according to 
Western analysts in the region. 

The Mozambicans and their 
black southern African friends 
accuse South Africa of trying to 
destabilise its neighbours to keep 
them economically dependent and 
demonstrate to its own peoples 
that black rule does not woric. 

Largely political 

Diplomats have noted no strong 
political motivation for the RNM, 
merely a generalised anti-Marxist 
and pro-capitalism. No notable 
political figure has emerged as a 
leader. 

Mozambique says the guer- 
rillas’ commander is Afonso 
Dhlakama, an ex-co □script-in the 
Portuguese army who jqfeaftjrte,* 
limo forces in 1974 ara£«aSndj&-v 
honourably discharged from the ' 
, Mozambican army a year later for 
theft. 

A prominent Portuguese 
businessman who quit Mozam- 
. bique just before independence, 
Jorge Jardim, describes himself as 
European representative of the 
RNM and, like the group’s only 
foreign spokesman, Evo Fer- 


nandes, lives in Portugal. 

Until the end of last year, the 
activities of the RNM were gen- 
erally accepted to be litde more : 
than an irritant to President 
Machel. Its activities were con- 
fined mainly to remote areas in 
central and northwestern 
Mozambique. 

But its area of operation has 
suddenly expanded to cover about 
half the country, from the Malawi 
border down across the Save 
River as for as Manjacaze and Xai 
Xai. 

The guerrillas appear to have 
scattered following the des- 
truction of their main base at 
Garagua in western Mozambique 
near the Zimbabwe border last’ 
November. Mozambique says

South Africa has stepped up train- 
ing, weapons and supplies.

Development Coordination Con- 
ference (SADCC), a young com- 
munity of nine predominantly , 
landlocked states trying to reduce 
their economic dependence on 
South Africa. Mozambique’s 


routes to the sea are the region's 
only alternative to South Africa, 
and if they fail so will SADCC. 

Aid projects have been 
attacked and foreign workers, 
desperately needed if Mozam- 
bique is to drag itself out of a 
morass of underdevelopment, 
have been driven off. Fifty Swedes 
fled into Zimbabwe last month, 
abandoning an important sawmill 
project, after a Portuguese and 
Mozambican were killed by rebels 
on the highway between Mutare 
and Beira. 

The government is clearly wor- 
ried and there are signs it is pre- 
pared to soften its Marxist ideol- 
ogy in an attempt to win more 
friends in the West for a military 
and political revival. 

The Mozambique economy has 
been a disaster area since inde- 
pendence, when a mass exodus of 
Portuguese left the country illit- 
erate and unskilled. Severe 
droughts and a steadily collapsing 
transport system have com- 
pounded the problem, creating 
large areas of real hunger. Food is 
rationed in the cities and shop 
windows are mostly empty. 

It amounts to fertile ground for 
discontent and some government 
officials acknowledge they have 
been slow to react. 

“Our biggest problems are our 
own shortcomings,” said one.

U.S. envoy suggests

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Mon of the $65 million desig- 
nated by the United Slates for 
Lebanese relief work are likely -to 
be used for repair of severe 
damage to essential public ser- 
vices such as power, water supply, 
city streets and sanitation -

Reagan's special representative 
for emergency relief to Lebanon, 
just completed a fact-finding tour 
which took him through South 
Lebanon, including the cities of 
Damoor, Tyre, and Sided. He 
commended the efforts of inter- 
national organisations, along with 
United States private voluntary 
agencies—many of which received 
somq U.S. disaster relief 
funds— for what he termed “a 
highly successful international . 
relief effort to administer to the 
emergency life-threatening needs 
of the victims of the fighting." 
While Mr. McPherson declined to 
give a precise estimate of the 
casualties involved, he emphas- 
ised that “We don’t have a major 
problem at this time” with avails - 
bflity of facilities and personnel 
for treating injured victims of the 
| fighting. 

Zia arrives •

BAHRAIN (R) — Pakistani Pres- 
ident Zia UI Haq arrived in Saudi 
Arabia Saturday for pilgrimage at 
Mecca. Islam’ s boliest shrine, the 
official Saudi press agency said. 
The Pakistani leader is a frequent 
visitor to the kingdom, which is a 
major financial and political sup- 
porter of Pakistan. Gen. Zia was 
in Saudi Arabia to offer con- 
dolences on King Kh sled’s death a 
month ago, when he also per- 
formed pilgrimage at Mecca. 

Pakistan demands 
withdrawal of foreign 
troops from Somalia - 

KARACHI (Agencies) — The 
government of Pakistan has 
expressed serious concern over 
the reported foreign aimed inter- 
vention in Somalia. A statement 
tissued in Islamabad expressed 
deep concern of the government 
and people of Pakistan over the 
armed attack which violated' the 
’ territorial integrity of an Islamic 
and non-aligned country. The 
statement underlined Pakistan’s 
firm opposition to the use of force 
in inter-state relations and con-’ 
tained a call for immediate with- 
drawal of foreign troops from 
Somalian territory, and an end-to 
hostilities.
